encampment bv the railroads at the 
rate of I cent a mile. 
Last '.ear the 
railroads demanded 2 cents, on the 
ground the Missouri 
rate 
case, 
in 
which the legality of the 2-cent pas­ 
senger fare law, was upheld, estab­ 
lished that transportation rate for ev­ 
erybody. including state troops. 
Geeneral O’Meara took up the m at­ 
ter with Brig. Gen. Albert L. Mills, 
chief of the division of militia affairs, 
and received assurances that the w*ar 
department would pay the 2-cent rate 
demanded by the railroads.
